I've got interesting email from Dave Meacham and Frank Gurnee about the 
cascade filter problem I found (the rig was not able to tune LSB on 

80 meters -yes, IARU Region 1 bandplan-). At first, it looked like the 
filter bandpass was waaaaaay out the marked frequency 9.000 MHz, since 
the BFO xtal was right on spot 8.997-9.003. I wasn't expecting "my" 
filter was prepared with all the outliers from the Norcal bulk order 
(more than 1000 xtals) but I guess I'm wrong ;-) ;-) ;-) 

The bandpass center seems to be near 9.004 MHz, and the BFO is not able 


--> later correction:** 9.007 xx <-- 
to reach the "other" sideband. (A 10 pF capacitor added to the BFO cap 
C19 got things worse, lowering the BFO even further) 
So, instead of desoldering all crystals and check their frequency, I 
bought a CB channel 6 xtal (27.025) to operate as BFO xtal. 
Bingo! nice demodulation of LSB as well as USB... In fact, I was so 
eager to test it that I connected the rig to the antenna in the middle of 
a severe thunderstorm and checked up. Oh, boy! Now I KNOW what is QRN! 
(I use to have a Butternut, with a BIG choke for static) I guess some 
hiss nearby the PA wasn't very healthy but, anyway, I did get my first 
QSO with this rig on 20, SP9VBZ giving me 57. He told me the modulation 
was not perfect. Duh! And my wattmeter is showing some power coming 
out even without modulation..... mmmm ! 
Well, it looks like I have two possible problems now: a sick PA, and/or 
a weird bandpass filter. 
I'll keep you posted on my advances. It will be on Round #2. 
Boy!, ain't that radio stuff great!

The thunderstorms that whipped thru here yesterday got me 
to thinking about the lightning arrestor I am yet to 

install for my dipole. My question is, where is the best 
place to install the ground rod? (Yes, I admit it. I'm 


running ungrounded at the moment). 


Anyway, my feedlines run out of a basement window that's 

in a 10' deep window well. I was thinking of driving the 
8' rod(s) in the bottom of the window well, but am not sure 
if that will give me the best ground. The soil is quite 
dry out here and I'm uncertain about the conductivity. 
Also, the window well provides me with the opportunity to 
drive the rod horizontally if that's better. 


Near the surface (above the window well) the soil may be 
more moist but that would be a longer run for my ground 
wire (AWG #2). I want to keep that as short and as 
close to the rig as possible. If I drive the rod(s) in 
the well, does it matter electrically?

Hi Dennis! I made my first contact on a rain gutter as a novice and 
still use one as a back-up antenna. My favorite feed for same is coax, 
allowing the shield to float. This serves as an rf ground or an addition 
to whatever other ground you might be using. Radials with a gutter to 
“lower the angle of radiation" always seemed like a futile gesture to 
me. <grin> 

Something else you might want to try is a indoor doublet fabricated from 
aluminum foil. Or, better yet, try aluminum screen material. It hears 
pretty well and all that capacitance will allow the antenna to radiate 
in a small space. You'll need a tuner, of course, and I prefer a 
shielded balanced feedline fabrictaed from two identical runs of coax. 
Gound the shields at the tuner end only. If you don't feel too confident 
about using the screen try loading a patio door screen first.

Hello Gang, 


Ole 0364 has returned once again from a trip accross this great land from 
a pilgrimage to Gig Harbor. The receiver was in very good shape, (this is 
what I had sent it in for),but I had not checked the power out until 

last night. It was low, about 3 watts on all bands. 


There is a note in the manual that describes adjusting the xmtr bias, 
but does not say what effect this will have on the rig. (Engineers can't 


write). If I adjusted the bias, then I would like to know why I would 
want to do it? Now, I know! 


I just did it and here is the results: 
Minimum power bias was a bit high, 642 ma. @ min. power setting on back panel. 


After adjustment to 594 ma. @ min. power,the power out at top pot. is 
as follows: 


10 m.----3.75 watts 
12 m.----4.25 ie 
15 m.----4.25 ‘ 
17 m.----5.00 " 
20 m.----5.00 FE 
30 m.----4.90 7 
40 m.----4.90 a 
80 m.----4.90 . 


I did not do 160, no interest in it. 
The top pot. bias is 1210 ma. (max power out). 


This is a touchy adjustment, It drifted as I held the key down. I adjusted 
it a little then let up on the key, let it rest, then tried again. 


SSB power is now 2 to 3 watts out. I had a nice chat with a guy in FL. 
last night @ 1 watt,( before the adjustment). I had a problem with chirpy 
CW and a very hot SSB when I sent the rig in , this is fixed and I am 
satisfied with the fix so far.

Several years ago when I was living in south Florida I had to be away from home 
for several months during the hurricane season. I thought it would be prudent 
to take down all the 'permanent' antennas (tribander and 2 mtr beam ona 
tiltover 51 ft tower, along with assorted wire antennas...). 


Since I would be home on weekends and didn't want to give up ham radio entirely 
I devised a protected temporary antenna. Was surprised how well it worked. 


The antenna was an 80 mtr dipole suspended under the house eaves (single 

story house) on a combination of TV standoff and open wire standoff insulators. 
Basically what I had was a wire dipole suspended about 6-8 inches beneath 

the eaves. As you can imagine the wire ran around at a bunch of odd angles. 

I just started with (468 over the frequency in MHZ) feet and trimmed for least 
swr. I did use a tuner also. 


Nothing fancy, but another point to consider....

All I do is go out on the deck and screw in the band of my 
choice. The 1000 square foot plus of metal roof helps 
quite a bit. I can hear a difference between that and the 


same antenna when attached to the mid sized car I drive.

For spending three grand 
I'd want the rig to be picture perfect, but they are not. 


Such is life. 


It realy boils down to what you want and what are you willing to 

put up with. I own an Argo 556, qrp level only. It has some personality 
traits that I dearly love, like excellent audio. It also has not that great 
a filter and the transmitter will drift on key down, but comes back when 
you come up for air. I realy like the keyer in it too. Changing band 
modules may offend some folks, but I don't mind at all. An aux. power jack 
is a darn nice feature for lighting up a tuner at night, say for a camping 
or field day situation.

You're not the only one wondering about "bang for the buck". 

I lived with a borrowed Scout for three months (I have nice 
friends...) and I would say NO on that one. 

Too much digital noise, a faulty mute circuit and other annoying 
issues - really not a SERIOUS fixed station rig but very reasonable 
as a mobile. 

In the used market today I see only two choices: 


ICOM IC-737A - will go for $750-$850; the older version (without 
the A postfix) is as good and cheaper. 

Good receiver with high dynamic range numbers and a clean LO, 
digital bells and whistles, filters, IF shift and Notch, an 

auto tuner, etc. 


KENWOOD TS-850SAT - goes for $950-1100. 

Receiver marginaly better than the ICOM, double IF shift ("slope 
tune") which works real well, and same or better "other things" 
than the ICOM. 


I have an 850 and a friend has a 737. He's very much into CW and 
plans to swap for an 850-class rig, if that says something. 

Read the QST articles, both very favorable. The one for the TS-850 
says that in some respects it's superior to the TS-950 and further 


comments that it is one of the best CW rigs ever made, regardless 

of price! Need I say any more? It convinced me to buy it (new) 

and I don't regret that, period. 

I have an ICOM-730 for backup, nice rig. I certainly do not stick 
with one brand, if you're wondering. I was considering the IC-737A 

at the time but paid the extra $300 and don't need to think if I made 
a mistake (going cheaper) or not... 


At the price range of sub-$1000 there are no other GOOD choices, 

in my opinion. I know some guys will jump and yell "well, how about 
the Yaesu FT-890?" - no match and definitely older generation. 

See if you can find an OMNI for similar prices, those are good 
radio too. 


QRP? Well, the easy way is a small circuit to reduce power below the 
1OW minimum (from the pront panel knob) for the Kenwood, using the ALC 
feature - nothing to it at all.
